The first load of coal was delivered at my place in September of 1908, the last on 
April 29, 1909. Most of the last ton was carried over. The actual expense was $15.02 for 
the season, and when compared with an outlay of $110.00 in former years which I paid 
for wood and only had half enough heat, it is very satisfactory.

DECEMBER I, 2 and 3 have been selected by the Na- 
tional Society for the Promotion of Industrial Educa- 
tion as the days upon which to hold their annual con- 
vention. The place selected is Milwaukee. Every 
effort is being made to secure some of the most dis- 
unguished leaders in the industrial, legislative and edu- 
cational world for addresses and papers to be delivered 
and read at the convention. An exhibition of trade 
school work from all over the United States will be 
one of the features of the convention. State branches 
of the society have increased in number during the 
past year. Massachusetts and New York alone have 
more than 200 members each, enrolled on their lists. 
The society has just issued its Bulletin No. 9, which 
contains all the addresses delivered at the last annual 
convention held in Atlanta, Ga. 








PROSPERITY has arrived according to a statement is- 
sued on November 1 by the Bureau of Statistics of 
the Department of Commerce and Labor. During 
September the business of the country and the move- 
ment of railway freight cars reached proportions 
which excelled those of the same month last year. In 
fact, the bulletin declares, while the number of idle 
cars at the end of last month had not altogether dis- 
appeared, there were indications that a car shortage 
quickly would develop. These improved conditions 
are most pronounced in the coal and iron trades. The 
movement in lumber, also, was somewhat heavier. 
From Virginia and the Carolinas the shipment of 
lumber increased 56 per cent over September of last 
year, but there was a sharp falling off in the quantity 
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of yellow pine received at New York: from that re- 
ceived in August, although the receipts were nearly 
double those of one year ago. There was a slump 
in the receipts of grain and flour at the four leading 
seaports, and the receipts of grain at fifteen of the 
principal interior markets likewise were below the 
aggregate for September, 1908. A similar condition is 
uncovered. in the shipment of packing house products 
from Chicago, the chief slump being on canned meats, 
which show a relative loss over the corresponding 
ngures of 1908 of approximately 45 per cent. 








On OctToseER 31 the existing commercial agreement 
between the United States and France expired, and 
eight classifications of American prod- 
ucts previously admitted into France at 
the minimum tariff rates now have to 
pay the maximum rates. In this connec- 
tion it is an interesting fact that a reciprocity treaty 
between France and Canada has been negotiated un- 
der the terms of which ninety-seven classifications of 
Canadian products may enter France at the Minimum 
tariff rates and quite as many, if not more, classes of 
French goods may come into Canada under the con- 
cessions of the “intermediate schedule,” so 
France being the first among the nations to be ac- 
corded these favoring terms by the Dominion govern- 
ment; this treaty has not as yet been ratified by the 
Canadian parliament, but it almost unquestionably will 
be during the fall session of that body. 

If it is ratified, Canada will have a great advantage 
over the United States in the matter of export trade 
with France, which imports enormous quantities of 
raw materials as well as manufactures, many classes 
of which can be obtained from Canada as easily as 
from the United States and in some instances at lower 
prices on account of labor being cheaper in Canada 
than in this country; all these would enter France at 
the minimum rates; and meantime Canada would im- 
port finished products from France in preference to 
those from this country. But as soon as the France- 
Canada treaty becomes operative—if it is ratified—it 
will constitute “undue discrimination” against the 
United States, and under the provisions of the Payne- 
Aldrich law this country must forthwith retailiate on 
both France and Canada by imposing on their imports 
here an additional ad valorem duty of 25 per cent. 
This highly probable, almost inevitable situation, does 
not hold out a promise of an increased American ex- 
port trade—in fact, it will deal a disastrous blow to 
that trade. It is high time to be thinking about a 
little commercial-treaty-making ourselves.

committee, which made a thorough in- 


vestigation of the subject in 86 of the 88 departments 
of France, as well as in Algeria and Tunis, and report- 
ed that of 194 journeymen painters who were sick in 
the hospitals investigated in 1904 only 27 were sick 
from diseases caused by the use of white lead. The 


was very injurious to health. 
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report said: “The committee has not been able to dis- 
cover any of the ravages from the use of white lead 
attributed to it by the labor unions. The death rate 
among house painters is very low, averaging only 1 
in every 7,000 or 8,000 painters.” The report declared 
that the mortality among house painters was large only 
where there was an excessive use of alcohol. 

The bill to prohibit the use of white lead introduced 
in 1906. was defeated, but another bill for the same pur- 
pose was introduced at once. It was enacted by the 
lower house of the French Congress in .1907 and was 
discussed in the Senate and by joint committee from 
time to time until July 13, 1909, when it became a 
law. ; 
The point upon which the two houses differed was 
whether an indemnity should be allowed to manufac- 
turers of white lead for damages they might sustain 
from the loss of a market for the goods they had on 
hand. The law as finally passed prohibits the use of 
white lead in painting of buildings, inside or outside, 
after the expiration of three years. It is calculated 
that within that time the manufacturers will be able 
to dispose of their product on hand so that no loss will 
accrue. 








Quite recently one of the largest railroad systems 
of the West made a report showing a notable record 
of efficiency of administration in two im- 

A Record of portant particulars. It had carried 20,- 

Efficiency. 000,000 passengers during twelve months 

without the loss of the life of a single 
one of them. It had brought its best through train 
into the terminal station on time every trip during 
the year. In such a record of service its showing was 
matched by the accomplishments of few other carriers. 

No one read the statements without thinking of the 
efficiency of the watchful employés all along the line 
who had made such a record possible. How efficient 
such workers become is now indicated by the report 
of the results of a series of experiments carried on 
during the first six months of 1909 by the officials of 
the Pennsylvania Railroad. There were 156,000 
emergencies created, an average of 862 a day. Signals 
were set at “caution” or “danger” at unusual times 
and places. Signal lights were extinguished. Tor- 
pedoes were placed on the tracks and other experi- 
ments tried to discover what the trainmen would do. 

The results were pleasing in the extreme. In con- 
nection with block signal rules there were more tnan 
24,000 tests with a record of 99.6 per cent perfect 
obedience. . For rules governing flagmen and the use 
of signals of various kinds, 23,000 tests, with 99.5 per 
cent perfect. For rules about trains ahead of sched- 
ules, 53,505 tests, 99.7 per cent perfect; for rules re- 
lating to relief of signalmen, 56,112 tests, 99.9 per 
cent perfect. While the tests were made as experi- 
ments, violation of the regulations was punished as if 
there had been real danger. Such a remarkable record 
as this helps one to understand why passengers are 
enabled to travel in such safety. 

The Union Pacific Railroad is to begin a new enter- 
prise working toward efficiency of employés. Its 
bureau of information is to-give free instruction to 
men in every department. The purpose is to assist 
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employés to fit-themselves to assume greater responsi- 
bility, to increase their knowledge and efficiency, and 
to prepare prospective employés for railroad work. 
With this triple purpose will be a triple gain to the 
company itself, to the employés, and to the traveling 
public. The advantages of the plan are apparent at 
once. A small company could not make it a success. 
But a great system like the ‘Union Pacific is wise in 
seeking to stimulate its men to increased efficiency 
in such a way. Its own rewards will more than com- 
pensate it for the required outlay, 








“Ir Is a tax upon success, and not upon failure,” 
declared President Taft in one of his Western 
speeches of the new corporation-income 

Taxing tax to be levied by the Federal goyern- 

Success. ment. 

It most certainly is. For the law ex- 
empts from this tax all net incomes of corporations 
below $5,000. In other words, the United States 
Government proposes to distribute this new tax bur- 
den not equally and equitably but only in quarters 
where fortunes are reasonably “swollen.” This is 
strictly in line with what President Roosevelt was 
pleased to call the “changed attitude of the govern- 
ment toward wealth.” 

Success, concrete and abstract, is now taxed almost 
to the limit of its resources. It is an accepted theory 
of economics that the man who manages to acquire 
a competency by hard work, energy and capacity 
should be taxed for the benefit of the slothful, idle 
and incompetent. It was in pursuance of this theory 
that the Federal tax on corporations was instituted. 
The argument was advanced that most successful 
men draw a very large share of their incomes from 
corporations. Therefore a corporation tax would 
strike the successful men and exclude the non-success- 
ful men. In other words, every new burden of taxa- 
tion should preferably strike at the successful man for 
the benefit of the non-successful man. 

But, where is such a policy going to stop? The 
man who is industrious, able and economical is con- 
fronted with some new schemes of taxation at every 
turn. He already pays the greater part of the nation’s 
running expenses as well as those of his State and 
his town. Continually adding to the burdens of his 
taxation must in time discourage his enterprise and 
impair if not destroy his usefulness to society as the 
mainspring of its prosperity. The successful man 
must have reasonable opportunity to benefit from his 
success or he will become non-successful, It is a case 
of killing the goose that lays the golden egg. 

The thing will stop only when the Supreme Court 
of the United States has set its condemnation on th« 
whole scheme—a something that it is very likely to do 
in the near future. The tax in question is primaril) 
and essentially an attack upon weaJth or success, fo: 
wealth always comes from somebody’s success eithe: 
near or remote. And it is essentially unfair in tha‘ 
the law is grossly easy of evasion. There are thou 
sands of companies—‘“close corporations,” so called— 
that are absolutely owned by their officers; and th 
salaries paid to them keep down the net earnings ©! 
the stock to a convenient minimum. As soon as th: 














law becomes operative we may look for myriads of 
other corporations doing the same thing—that is, ad- 
justing their expenses. in such a way as to keep their 
net incomes below $5,000 a year, and in this manner 
they will escape the corporation tax. The whole 
scheme is a hollow mockery of justice. 


RANDOM NOTES AND SKETCHES.

A very important matter to the retail dealer is his 
knowledge of the goods which he offers for sale. A 
hardware man should know the correct use and appli- 
cation of all apparatus, utensils and tools. . Many cus- 
tomers come into a store to buy something; they do 
not know just what, to accomplish a certain work. 
The customer will walk in, hesitatingly, stroll aim- 
lessly about, studying the samples on exhibition, hop- 
ing to catch sight of what he can use for his purpose, 
buy it, and thus escape the embarrassment of con- 
fessing his ignorance to the clerk or proprietor. Now, 
if such a prospective purchaser be politely approached, 
asked what he wishes and for what purpose, his 
wants can be quickly supplied; that is, if the dealer 
knows his wares and their proper application. Every 
dealer should be an artisan to the extent of knowing 
how to use tools, 

x * * 

Pushing the sale of cheap wares is a mistake in 
many localities, though, possibly, not in all. If a 
dealer has any respect for his future, the building up 
of a solid and permanent business, he should put the 
cheap wares well back on the shelf, where they can 
be reached when asked for specially; but he should 
never protrude them under the noses of customers. 
And, what is worse, he should never urge their pur- 
chase, after a customer has declined to buy a good 
article because of the fair price asked. Befter let 
the seeker for cheap wares go out of the store and 
elsewhere. If he gets what he has asked for—a 
shoddy article at a shoddy price—he will, eventually, 
get shoddy service. And that will disgust him. Being 
much disappointed in the article, the probabilities are 
he will not return to that store for other wares when 
needed. But he may come back to the first dealer, 
who had no cheap goods to push to the front, and it 
is fair to assume he will pay the price and get the real 
thing, to avoid further annoyance when using. Better 
use all persuasive powers to induce a man to buy 
staple wares, even if they do cost more, than let him 
carry an inferior article out of the store. He will not 
be satisfied, and, unless a very reasonable and con- 
siderate man, he will not come back again. Shoddy 
may “go” in some lines of goods, but it will not do in 
he hardware business.

There are many paths that lead to greatness. For 
0 be great implies one of many things. Hannibal was 

great general. Herodotus was a great historian. 


“itian was a great painter. Dante was a great poet. 
imoleon was a great patriot. Beethoven was a great 
omposer. All of these men reached the goal of great- 
ess, but all traveled different routes. They had little 

common ; their aims and aspirations were far apart. 
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But the world acknowledges all to be great. He only 
can be accorded a place among the great who has risen 
far enough above the level to furnish an inspiration 
to his fellows. Among the truly great, Carlyle places 
first of all the commander over men. “He to whose 
will our wills are to be subordinated, and loyally sur- 
render themselves and find their welfare in doing so, 
may be reckoned the most important of great men.” 
Genius is always eccentric, and great men always 
have some little traits, but the highest types 
never surrender to the selfish instinct. In aiming to 
do the best we can for ourselves we often do the best 
for others, but in trying to do the best we can for 
others we always do the best far ourselves. The great 
of earth have been those whose ambition has been the 
public good! It is the keynote of greatness which 
Athenaeus strikes when he says: “Goodness does not 
consist in greatness, but greatness in goodness.” It is 
unfortunate that the eccentricities and follies of gifted 
men too often are of such a character as to seriously 
blot their fame. But in the scale of contrasts many 
of our great men shine the brighter, and one feels the 
keener appreciation of those who have been great 
enough to master the frailities of life and have left a 
fame unblemished by any crude faults. Such a man 
was Pericles, of whom has been said: “He stands 
alone in his success as a statesman,” yet even of him 
we must remember his injustice to Themistocles. 
Such a man was Socrates, who Cicero said “Brought 
down philosophy from heaven.” In the character of 
the man we forget his physical ugliness. Such were 
Macauley and Locke and Bright. Men upon whose 
escutcheons there is no visible stain. Possibly no 
character in history possesses more great virtues and 
fewer. faults than Washington. Lincoln, who never 
erred except on the side of mercy, is a type by himself 
—a man of absolute greatness, whose life was devoted 
to the public good. Such men were the American 
poets—Emerson, Bryant, Holmes, Lowell, Longfellow 
and Whittier. The literary legacy of John Woolman 
was enriched by the character of the man. The same 
is true of Fitzgerald, of Omar fame. It is a happy 
thought that the fame of some men rests upon a 
double claim—genius and character.

John M. Smyth, president of the John M. Smyth 
Co., Chicago, and one of the largest buyers of stoves 
in this city, died on November 4, at the age of 66 
years. He settled in Chicago in 1848, and rose from 
the support of his widowed mother at the age of 18 
to be the founder of a business—the pioneer of its 
kind—worth several million dollars. Mr. Smyth was 
very prominent in Illinois politics. 

John M. Wolf, president of the John M. Wolf Co., 
Brooklyn, N. Y., and well known for his identifica- 
tion with the stove repair business, died recently in 
Brooklyn at the age of 47 years.

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OPINIONS OF THE TRADE ON CONTENTION 
OF HENRY SAUER. 





In Tae AMERICAN ARTISAN of October 23, ap- 
peared a communication from Henry Sauer of Morri- 
son, Ill., in which he contended that stove pipe col- 
lars as they are now made are a deception and a 
fraud. Mr, Sauer, in calling the attention of stove 
pipe collar manufacturers to what he claimed were 
serious defects, said, “The holes are so large that a 
pipe will drop clear through. 

“As the prime object of using a collar is to.get a 
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fit where the pipe enters the chimney, the collar ought 
to fit tight.“ I can see no reason for making them so, 
when it would cost no more to make them right. As 
made at present they are useless for the purpose in- 
tended. 

“There ought also to be a liberal flange in the 
opening that could be manipulated to fit variations 
in sizes of pipe. We cut our six-inch pipe 1834 inches 
besides the lap at the small end, which, I believe, is the 
standard.” ‘ 

A number of communications on the subject referred 
to have been received by THE AMERICAN ARTISAN, 
from manufacturers and jobbers in various sections of 
the country. 

From an Eastern Manufacturer. 

“We think this difficulty can be cured by taking it up 
with any of the salesmen representing the leading manu- 
facturers, or with their offices direct. 

“We have made our stove pipe collars exactly the same 
size for a good many years, the interior hole being die cut 
and absolutely accurate in each case, these stove pipe collars 
being supplied to the same parties who have bought hundreds 
of thousands of stove pipe elbows of us and find that the 
collars fit the elbows perfectly. We have today tried one 
of the collars on an elbow and find that it is so accurate that 
it will fit perfectly over the small end and will not go over 
the large end, which shows that it is perfectly, accurately 
made. 

“We think the correspondent’s trouble must be that he 
thinks it is easier for all the manufacturers of the country 
to change their stove pipe rings than for him to change the 
pipe. If the collar was a trifle too small it would not go on 
the small end; if it was a trifle too large it would go on 
the large end; so that you can see that it is, as above stated, 
accurate to the slight difference between the small and the 
large end of the elbow, which is a very small fraction of 
an inch.”

“Answering the charge of Henry Sauer in regard to size 
of stovepipe collars which appeared in a recent issue of your 
magazine, we would state over our signature that the charge 
does not reflect upon us in the least. 


* “The collar we manufacture has an opening six inches 
in diameter as neaf as we can caliper it, which is the same 
as we have been making for the last fifteen years, and have 


never received a single complaint against it. 

“This collar also has attached to it a flange 1% inches 
wide, which enters the flue and also holds it in place when 
the pipe is removed from position. 

“Now in order to have the stove pipe fit this 6-inch hole 
properly it must be cut 19 inches outside of allowing for laps, 
so when Mr. Sauer or anyone else cuts iron for a pipe 18% 
inches outside of allowance for laps, he is not making a pipe 
which will be a satisfactory fit for a regulation 6-inch collar. 

“We would also state that if Mr. Sauer or anyone else 
would like to receive a sample of our goods we will be only 
too glad to accommodate him. 

“For 5-inch and 5%-inch pipe we have a cast-iron ring re- 
ducer which fits taut in the collar and can be’ instantly re- 
moved at any time to allow for a change in the size of the 
stove pipe. We hope these few statements will be for the best 
interest of all concerned.”

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4 LOCOMOTIVE IN A WINDOW DISPLAY. 





The judges in TH& AMERICAN ARTISAN’S 1909 
Hardware Window Display Competition spoke very 
highly of the exhibit entered by Elmer B. Baker, with 
L. W. Gunby Company, Salisbury, Md., and shown 
herewith: 

The display represents a locomotive with one car 
attached standing near a railroad crossing. The water 
tank shows the apparatus putting water into the loco- 
motive tender. Placed near the railroad crossing was 
a mechanical toy which represents a horse with a 
wagon full of people approaching the track. This 
toy was kept in motion the most of the time and made 
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brass safety pop valve projecting through the bush- 
ing formed the whistle, and 3-inch black pipe cou- 
pling with 3-inch plug in one end was employed to 
represent the sand dome. The bell was an ordinary 
tea bell minus the handle. The air pump was a pocket 
bicycle foot pump, the air reservoir was represented 
by an ordinary bicycle hand pump and check loops 
formed the handles on the cab.

GRIEVANCE. 








From John B. Foley, Syracuse, N. Y., Secretary The New 
York State Retail Hardware A’ssn. 

“Replying to yours of the 25th ult. asking an opinion on 
the criticism of ‘Fairplay’ printed in your issue of Sept. 25, 
I wish to advise that I am reasonably familiar with the build- 
ers’ hardware business in New York state, but do not know 
of any eastern manufacturer whose designs in high grade 
lock sets bring at retail such prices as your correspondent 
gets, who reproduces these exact patterns in wrought steel. 

“IT am not familiar with retail prices prevailing in the 
West, but in this section a front door set retailing at $18.00, 
and an inside lock set worth $4.50 to $6.00 at retail, would 
be of the ‘art design’ class; cast metal knobs and escutcheons 
and furnished with very high grade locks. 

“IT have seen several designs made originally in cast 
bronze metal or brass, copied in sheet steel and bronze, but 
they were designs of very moderate price even in cast goods 
and hardly of the class which ‘Fairplay’ first mentions. 

“Even in the cast designs which admit of reproduction 
in wrought metal, there is such a decided difference in the 
appearance of the finished articles that, in my judgment, even 
a novice could readily distinguish the disparity in values. 

“Personally, I approve of any effort on the part of manu- 
facturers to improve the appearance of hardware in the 
cheaper grades, which is naturally used in buildings erected 
by or for people of moderate circumstances, and which, I 
believe, constitutes the bulk of the sales of every dealer in 
builders’ supplies.”

“HEAT UNITS.” 





Editor THe AMERICAN ARTISAN: 


I recently became possessed of the information (the 
correctness of which I am not at this time in a position 
to verify) that a “Heat Unit” consists of the amount, 
quantity, or volume of warmth necessary to raise the 
temperature of a pint of water from 63 to 64 degrees 
Fahrenheit. Having been ‘connected with the heating 
business in an unobtrusive sort of way for some time, 
and having heard reference made occasionally to “Heat 
Units,” I had formed the opinion that a “Heat Unit” 
was more portly and voluminous in character, and as 
my attention had not previously been called to it, I, of 
course, had no idea that its constitutional requirements 
necessitated the use of so much water. Not wishing 
to criticise the formule in any sense, I am compelled 
to say that the combination brings to mind the Deluge, 
Prohibition in Maine, Kansas, and some portions of 
Kentucky, and the conviction is forced upon me that 
matters of that kind can sometimes be overdone. 

I remember quite distinctly, back in the early 70's, 
when I was presiding over the destinies of a “Single- 
Cylindered” tin shop in Minnesota, a gentleman by 
the name of O’Donnell, who was acting in the capacity 
of secretary of war for a bunch of about seventy-five 
standard-bred, railroad builders, completed a line of 
road into the town where I was located. Our “Per- 
sonal Liberties” had not suffered serious abridgment at 
that time, and there having been provided a plentiful 
supply of copper distilled variety of booze in anticipa- 
tion of the event, and as Uncle Joseph Cannon had not 
yet “arrived,” the question of who was the “best man”

other bric-a-brac, one of those large cast-iron farm 
boilers, and when it was discovered about seventeen 
niles distant from its starting point it was found to 
have, been turned inside out, so that the three legs were 
extending upward from the bottom from the inner side.

To draw the ellipse, let r-9 represent the width, and 
5-5 the length. Take the width 1-9 and place on line 
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with a radius equal to D E. With D, E as centers, de- 
scribe the arcs intersecting one another as F, G. Draw 
lines through these intersections as shown, F, G being 
the centers from which the large arcs are drawn and 
D, E the centers for the smaller ones. 

Having drawn the ellipse, now draw the end view, 
also side view at a convenient distance from the end 
of the elliptical pipe in side elevation. Draw a dupli- 
cate profile ofthe ellipse, with the center line 5 5 on a 
line with center line of the pipe ; intersect both profiles 
into the same number of equal spaces as shown by 
I, 9, I. Drop lines from profile of end view, intersect- 
ing side of round pipe, as rz to K. From points in 
profile of side elevation draw lines parallel with side 
of pipe, extending them indefinitely.

To obtain pattern for elliptical pipe draw a line at 
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right angles to the side of the elliptical pipe and place 
the stretchout 7, 9, 1 on same. Draw lines from spac- 
ing in stretchout indefinitely. From intersections in 
miter line of side elevation, draw lines intersecting 
lines of corresponding numbers in stretchout. Trac- 
ing lines through these points gives pattern for ellipti- 
cal pipe.

FIRE INSURANCE AS A FACTOR IN CREDIT. 





(The following is an abridgment of a very interest- 
ing paper on the subject of fire insurance as a factor in 
credit, prepared by Powell Evans, President of Mer- 
chant & Evans Co., Philadelphia, Pa., for the National 
Association of Credit Men. Mr. Evans is chairman 0/ 
the Fire Prevention and Insurance Committees of the 
Credit Men’s Association, and of the National Associa- 
tion of Manufacturers, and the National Hardwar 


Association of the United States.) 

This subject is so large that it touches all developed prop 
erty and the whole of the commerce of the country, and oe ° 
would necessarily be superman to have an authoritat:\ 
opinion of it all; hence, as briefly as may be, I will reach ™) 
own viewpoint.

There is little need to indulge in definitions. Credit 
derivation from the!Latin credo, I believe. It is the b: 
that any obligation will be met as agreed. It embraces | 
moral as well as the material obligation. Its warrant | 
sealed by the fact that the obligation incurred is finally | 
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Between ineurring and meeting an obligation lies that gulf 
of the unforeseen which we bridge by hope and belief, whose 
values are measured by our resources, knowledge, caution, 
courage, energy and good intent. Yet with all these present 
in quantity and quality, we must still allow for the elements 
of the unexpected and the uncontrollable. Add the total of 
these last named, and add further the cost and reward for 
providing surely and adequately against them, and the result 
is the cost of insurance, which, by methods known to all, is 
distributed as a tax over the country at large. It follows 
clearly and logically that insurance is an essential in sound 
credit—always against the elements which experience has 
shown on the average to be dangerous and widely on life. 
The creditor in any form should justly be relieved of the 
risk of accidental or elemental destruction of the basic se- 
curity after taking the moral and commercial risk com- 
mensurate with the return, even without such destruction be- 
ing considered. On such a limitation of risk only can average 
solvent credits be continuously extended. The borrower who 
neglects or declines to insure should justly pay the usual 
charge for credit plus the cost of insurance in each case. 
Hence the obligation for insurance in all mortgages and deeds 
of trust and the wisdom of demanding it on all buildings and 
personal property and merchandise used as a basis for loans 
or credits from banks or generally in commerce. 
SAFE INSURANCE AND SOUND CREDIT INSEPARABLE. 

I therefore believe that in principle and practice safe in- 
surance and sound credit are inseparable in solvent com- 
merce, Self-interest as well as this principle have worked to 
make the use of insurance almost universal, but the average 
banker and merchant of the country yet find sufficient negli- 
gence on the subject to demand a sharp eye on this element 
of credit and should take deep interest in sound State laws 
regulating it. 

Assuming, therefore, as an axiomatic premise, that insur- 
ance should be universal on destructible property, the logical 
conclusion is that insurance should be (1) safe and easy to 
buy and (2) as cheap as controllable conditions permit. In- 
surance is a paradox in that it must be cheap yet dear, and 
easy yet difficult to obtain—that is, so simple and sure in con- 
tract terms as to be understood by all, and so low in cost as 
to be purchasable on any reasonably good moral risk and 
physical fire hazard, yet so safeguarded against improper pur- 
pose and so dear on unduly hazardous property that it may be 
almost unprocurable, with commercial penalties to follow 
this condition, 

The first point covers the whole range of relations be- 
tween the insured, the agent and the insurer; the proper form 
of policy and law relating thereto; the reasonable control of 
the broker; the energy of the survey and inspection bureaus; 
the financial condition and solvency of the companies, with 
public knowledge of their condition and their control by the 
State; 

The second embraces the subject of fire loss and its cost, 
and fjre prevention—in all its phases of building construction, 
protection and occupancy—to reduce it, 

These relations are so ramified and interwoven, as you 
well know, that they can not be briefly set forth with any de- 
gree of clearness, nor is it necessary here to attempt more 
than a reference to the many details. Ali the great branches 
of political, financial, commercial and engineering problems 
‘re involved. The issue of paramount importance, it almost 
‘oes without saying, is the total fire waste and related losses, 
with the resultant cost of insurance, and the method to reduce 

ith of these—in fact, the broad subject of fire waste and 
re prevention, 

Now, the special purpose I have in addressing you to-day 

a merchant and manufacturer, and more remotely a banker, 
to emphasize the fact that we already know that all these 
oblems exist, and one by one we know many practical 
thods of ameliorating them all. We have experts—in- 
idual and bodies of men—who, point by point, can advise 
authoritatively of all evils in this connection that are ex- 
sive, and how to grapple with them. We know, in fact, a 

at deal about what is wrong, how it is wrong and how it 
be bettered, in detail. We recognize that the United States 
waste -is notoriously ten times greater than in western 
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Europe, and that it should be practicable to reduce it at least 
two-thirds—and yet it keeps growing and we have so far 
not succeeded in controlling or reducing it. Why? Because 
we are not all pulling together and in the same direction at 
the common load, That is a large part of the answer. It is 
the same message Aesop gave ages ago in his fable of the 
father who showed his sons that single sticks, one by one, 
could easily be broken, but, bound together, were unbreakable. 
It is the old motto, “Divided we fall, united we stand.” 
CONTROL IN HANDS OF COMPANIES, 

Insurance in this country up to the present time has been 
controlled more by the companies writing it than by any other 
force. They compose one of the strongest and most compact 
forces in trade, organized very thoroughly everywhere. They 
are within the law, yet above it, in that they comply with laws 
passed to regulate and control them, which are enacted often 
despite their opposition, but by virtual combined control of 
a necessity by private and unincorporated bureaus, they assess 
and collect toll on property largely without outside control 
and as they see fit. The survey, the rating, the adjustment— 
the whole Alpha and Omega of insurance are in their hands. 
The materials of construction, of protection, of occupancy, 
of buildings and contents, are in their hands to regulate as 
they think best and assess to the limit they alone determine. 
If their conclusions are not respected, no insurance issues, 
with all the dangers and disabilities this entails, or excessive 
charges are made. This is despotism, but, on the whole, it 
has proven reasonably beneficent. Yet it is wrong, because 
the whole subject should be regulated by forces equally power- 
ful, informed and organized—by the buyers of insurance on 
the one hand and the sellers of insurance on the other. As 
against the insurance organization, the public are an army 
without a leader, clustering, as regards this subject, in hap- 
hazard groups here and there, as incidents or circumstances 
determine and sniping at the common enemy as they can. 
They don’t know the subject as an engineering or financial 
problem, yet they feel the restraint and are suspicious and 
resentful. Hence a trade body here, a city there, a State 
elsewhere, are always in conflict on some subject with the 
insurance organization. 

INTERESTING GREAT NATIONAL ASSOCIATIONS. 

I made the suggestion of taking membership in the Na- 
tional Fire Protection Association—the principal source of 
engineering and practical knowledge in the country, combin- 
ing, as it does, stock and mutual insurance sources—to the 
National Conservation Commission and to the League of 
American Municipalities, and understand both subsequently 
took this step. 

I made the same suggestion to the three great commer- 
cial organizations that in a measure | represent here now, and 
they all acted in accordance with it. 

I have in the same way approached the American Bankers’ 
Association, as this fire waste problem is a credit considera- 
tion of vital importance to their interests. 

I have in the same way approached the National Board 
of Trade, as its nearly one hundred constituent local boards 
should have the deepest commercial concern in the problem. 
All trades leagues and chambers of commerce should show 
like interest and recognize their share of responsibility in 
permitting a continuance of present fire waste conditions with- 
out action or protest. 

The National Grange, with its organization covering prac- 
tically every State in the Union, and including something like 
a million farmer members, should by all means be brought 
into this movement because of the average character of their 
buildings, their isolation and their need for better knowledge 
of this subject. 

Real estate organizations, trade organizations in all lines 
of commerce and manufacture, and generally all public and 
social bodies, are morally and economically concerned in the 
waste of life and property from fire and its cost to the indi- 
vidual ard the constituent nation. 

EXCESSIVE INSURANCE. 

I have advanced the following proposition in this connec- 
tion to limit as much as possible the issuance of excessive in- 
surance, viz. : 

Required by Law: “Any applicant for insurance should 
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make application in triplicate, alleging to the best knowledge 
and belief and in reasonable detail the values concerned. The 
broker, if any, should be required to so check this application 
as to endorse it or else decline it. If endorsed, the insurance 
company to issue its policy—should it elect to do so—with 
the application attached as a part thereof. In the event of 
loss, inquiry and adjustment, the company to report any con- 
cealment or misrepresentation discovered to the proper state 
officer—whereupon—on proof—the same penalties to attach 
to the assured that the broker on the application as would lie 
against a false credit statement for bank loans or merchan- 
dise in any state—in the absence of other specific penalty.” 

Such a requirement would be practical and inexpensive. 
It would force the applicant to know his own affairs and to 
run grave risk from misrepresentation of even carelessness. 
It would force the broker to greater care in procuring the 
issue of policies and safeguarding losses. 

Brokers should also be required by law to arrange for 
payment of the premiums on policies procured through their 
agency at the time of issue, as usually failure so to do oper- 
ates to invalidate the insurance which the assured in taking 
assumes to be binding. 

Brokers finally should bear the burden of so shaping the 
final policy issued—by riders, etc.—as to protect the applicant 
to the extent agreed, and to make this plain in writing to the 
applicant in advance—as the forms of contract are not easily 
or generally understood by the public. 

GREATER REGARD FOR PETTY ECONOMIES. 

A crying need to my mind at this time in American life 
is that of more thriftiness and greater regard for the petty 
economies in life which go to constitute a healthy and con- 
tinuously successful people. It is the lack of this spirit in the 
country which is the father of the whole situation just above 
discussed, 

It is the lack of this spirit which taxes every individual 
in the nation with the results of a rotten road system instead 
of building good roads, as other civilized nations do. 

I confess to an interest and pleasure in automobiling, even 
if you class me as either a bankrupt or a millionaire—the 
classes said to own motor cars—and at any rate as a crank. 
We motorists yet believe in good roads. 

Finally, it is this spirit in the country which is responsible 
for the waste in health occasioned by widespread lack of 
knowledge and interest about how to properly cook the best 
and cheapest food supply of all lands. 

There is no question about the United States being the 
greatest country in the world, physically and in the stock and 
intelligence of its people—but at present we are too busy and 
successful to give reasonable attention to important small 
things,

HARDWARE. 

The hardware trade showed further improvement 
last week. Manufacturers reported additional orders 
received and some of them are understood to be un- 
able to keep up with the present demand, and are 
consequently rather behind in their deliveries. Prices 
are firm, especially for the heavier grades of the 
metal, where the advance in the price of raw material 
is naturally reflected first. In the retail trade a good 
business was reported and the coming of colder 
weather brought seasonable goods into more active 
demand. The demand is quite broad and shows indi- 
cations of expanding further, judging from the in- 
quiry in the market. The amount of the latter is suffi- 
cient to warrant the expectation of higher prices and 
the market shows this tendency. 

The base price of wire nails at the mill for jobbers 
is $1.80 per keg. The base price is $1.85 at the mill 
for full carloads and $2 at the mill for, less than 
carloads. The base price of cut nails at the mill for 
jobbers is $1.90 per keg. The base price is $1.95 for 
full carloads at the mill, and $2 for less than carloads 
at the mill. 

In the Chicago market wire nails are quoted as fol- 
lows: Wire nails, jobbers’ car lots, $2.03; retailers’ 
car lots, $2.08; $2.15 out of storé; painted barb wire, 
jobbers’ car lots, $2.03; retailers’ car lots, $2.08, with 
30 cents for galvanizing; plain wire to jobbers in car. 
lots, $2.03, and to retailers in car lots, $2.08. 

Copper slating nails are quoted at 21 cents a pound 
net. 

On October 19, the manufacturers of poultry net- 
ting advanced the prices of this commodity, and the 
following are now the quotations: Galvanized after 
weaving, discount 80, 10, 714 per cent; galvanized be- 
fore weaving, discount 80, 10, 10, 2% per cent. Ac- 
ceding to the requests of jobbers, the manufacturers 
are not making any distinction between carload and 
less than carload lots of poultry netting. An allow- 
ance is made of actual freight up to 50 cents per 100 
pounds, on shipments of 200 pounds and over. 

Owing to the continued strengthening of the cotton 
market an advance of two cents per pound in the price 
of common braided sash cord was made on October 
27. The market for this commodity is strong.

The United Metals 
Selling Company is now quoting 13c for electrolytic, 
and better than this can be done, it is claimed. The 
current quotation is about 13@13%c for lake, 1234(@ 
13c for electrolytic and 12.70@12.80c for casting 
brands. These prices are for prompt and November 
delivery, December delivery being held fractional); 
higher. 

A large sale of copper, said to amount to 30,000,000 
Ibs. has been made by the United Metals Selling Com 
pany, ‘the selling agents of the Amalgamated Coppe 
Company, and negotiations for still further sales of th 
metal are under way. Representatives of the Unite 
Metals Company would not talk about the matte 
other than to say that large sales had been made an 
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others were pending. The price paid by the consumers 
was not disclosed, but is believed to have been a frac- 
tion under 13c a lb. for high grade metal. The recent 
overproduction of copper has caused no little con- 
cern among the trade, and news of the sale of 30,000,- 
ooo Ibs. was regarded as an important advance toward 
the restoration of ‘better conditions.

PIG IRON. 


There continues to be considerable activity in pig 
iron in the East, although the sales are mostly small 
lots. In New York and the Middle West there is a 
great deal of business doing, not only in steel-making 
irons, bitt also in the better grades of foundry iron. 
The latter are sold upon a guaranteed analysis, and 
the shipments are generally to be made in the early 
part of 1910, though some of the contracts call for de- 
livery to commence at once. 

The possibility of the importation of foreign iron 
in commercial quantities is having a beneficial effect 
upon the market, in that it tends to keep domestic iron 
at a lower level. The London Ironmonger says that 
about 14,000 tons of No. 3 Cleveland iron have been 
arranged for shipment to the United States, but thus 
far only one cargo has been definitely secured for ship- 
ment to Boston. Low grade Middlesboro iron can be 
landed in Boston for about $18.50 ton, delivery to be 
made early in 1910. 

Domestic iron is firmly hel@ in all primary markets, 
with little change to be noted from last week. Alabama 
iron is quoted at $14.50@15 ton, F. O. B. Birming- 
ham, for prompt shipment, with most of the furnaces 
asking $15 ton for 1910 delivery. The Virginia fur- 
naces are firm at $16 ton, Roanoke, for delivery for 
the balance of 1909, and for the first quarter of 1910. 
For the second quarter most of the furnaces are asking 
$16.50 ton. Northern iron is also in a strong posi- 
tion, No. 2 foundry iron, New England delivery, being

Rogers, Brown & Co., Cincinnati, say in their weekly re- 
port: 
“The records for October in almost every line will eclipse 
those that have gone before, and set new standards. 

“Pig iron transactions have been in good number, some 

of the larger pipe manufacturers buying heavily, and there has 
been strong demand for malleable and steel-making irons. 
Basic and Bessemer are exceedingly scarce. 
. “The spot market has kept up well and the demand for 
immediate shipment’ is unchanged. Buyers have had an un- 
looked-for increase in business, which has made necessary 
the purchase of additional iron from week to week over and 
above what they thought would carry them to the first of 
the year. 

“In general stocks at the furnaces have been reduced in 
spite of increase in production, and a great amount of that 
now on hand is sold and only awaiting the arrival of con- 
tract dates to move. As nearly as can be gathered at this 
time, the production of pig iron is proceeding at the rate of 
about 31,000,000 tons per year. 

“The railroads have been important factors in any con- 
sideration of metal markets during October, as they have as- 
sumed the role of large and steady buyers. Orders for roli- 
ing stock of all kinds have approached an unusual amount. 

“Coke continues active and strong with an increase in 
production, the direct result of efforts which have been made 
for weeks to improve the labor supply and get out a larger 
tonnage.” 


Matthew Addy & Co., Cincinnati, say in their weekly re- 
port: 

The amazing activity of consumers of iron is the real 
feature of the situation. And in this of course is present 
strength of the iron market and its future promise. One of 
the largest Malleable concerns in Ohio told us this week that 
they were more crowded with work than at any previous time 
in their history, and had they double their present capacity 
they could not take care of what was offered them. The most 
extensive railroad car company in Ohio has more orders— 
and practically all of them are marked “rush”—than it ever 
had before. This is the general situation among the large 
concerns. The agricultural implement shops are rushed to the 
limit. The general jobbing foundries have not been as busy 
as the others, but now things are coming their way. And as 
for the outlook for 1910, there is but one opinion—never was 
there a brighter prospect. 

“All of this is exceedingly encouraging—could not be 
more so. 

“Pig iron sales this week have been scattering though 
of large volume. They have been made up mainly of odd lots 
needed to fill in here and there. This is natural enough for 
the buying for the past ninety days has been phenomenal. 
The large transactions of the week have been in Basic and 
Malleable. So much Basic has been sold that it is difficult to 
keep track of it. Several Malleable shops have made pur- 
chases of from 2,000 to 5,000 tons. 

“Coke is moving splendidly though the railroads are not 
making a commendable record in prompt handling of it. In 
fact the railroad situation presently promises to be pretty 
bad.”
